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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment, which included cancellation of claims 1-13 and 
addition of new claims 14-22, filed on 9/10/2003, is made of record. 

Claims 14-22 are now pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

References cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 12/11/2003, 
are made of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Following reasons apply. Any claim not specifically 
rejected is rejected as being dependent on a rejected claim and share the same 
limitation. 

1. Recitation of "addition salt" in claim 14 is indefinite as it is not clear what is the 
structural make-up of the product of the "addition" process. 

2. Claim 14 is also indefinite as it recites " quaternary amine". It is not clear what 
"quaternary amine" is being referred to and where the group is to be present. 

3. Claim 21 provides for the use of a combined preparation for use containing 
compound of claiml and another antiretroviral compound, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
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method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where 
it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is 
actually practiced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ashley et al. J. Chem. Soc. 4525-4532, 1960. 

Ashley et al. teaches disubstituted triazines, which include compounds claimed in 
the instant claim. See compound shown on page 4530, second paragraph. 
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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 14-22 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,638,932. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the subject matter embraced in the instant claims 
overlap with the subject matter embraced in the US patent 6,638,932. Note the instant 
genus of formula I, its composition and method of use to treat HIV, is also generically 
claimed in the US patent 6,638,932. 

Claim 21 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 20. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). Note there is no material difference between 



the two claims.
